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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment adds a limitation to step (5) that was not present in the previously searched claims. The first 
addition, specific leaching solvent levels, was in claim 16 and thus is not new, but the limitation denoting precisely what is comprised within 
various parts of a separated mixture is new. Previously, the recitation of separating the solvent and the precipitate did not define what 
elements would be comprised within either of them. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The new limitation regarding specific elements that 
would be comprised within separated parts of the solvent and protein mixture means that the active set of claims is the amended set from 
31 December 2008, which stand finally rejected for reasons of record. 
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
